10 million French 
workers strike to 


Support 


students 


PARIS (Reoter).—A general strike invelving af least 10 million workers dis- 
rupted France from midnight last night as three Labour Federations and the 
Teachers Union demonstrated their support for the rioting students of Paris, On 
the day in which Vietnam peace talks between Washington and Hanoi open 
here the country faces the prospect of further violence in nation-wide demonstra- 


tions. 

As the strike deadline approached, the 
Government announced further major cop- 
cessions, agreeing to release all 24 students 
still held in police stations or jails follow- 
ing a week of street batties on the Left 
Bank. 

This followed concessions announced by 
Prime Minister Pompidou on Saturday 
night after urgent talks with General de 
Gaulle who kept in close touch with the 
situation. 

The Government is mainly concerned 
ΠΟῪ to minimise public disturbances dur- 
ing the Vietnam talks. The irony of the 
“peace capitar’ being rent by riots on 2 
scale approaching civil war has not been 
lost on the corps of 2,000 foreign reporter: 
now here for the Vietnam talks. 

Altogether 468 people were arrested in 
the worst peace-time rioting in Paris this 
century, but most were released after 
questioning. The students have demanded 
that all charges against those arrested be 
dropped but so far they are only being 
Brovistonally released. 

ἍΜ. Pompidou appeared on television to 
announce the reopening of the Sorbonne 
tomorrow and promise that an appeal 
court would consider amnesties for stu- 
dents convicted of offences during the 
rioting. But despite this evident Govern- 
ment retreat the unions maintained their 
Strike call. 

The trade union federations called the 
rtrike in support of the students and in 
Protest at what thcy termed unnecessary 
potice brutality in trying to crush the 
Paris disturbances. The stoppage will hit 
gax aud electricty supplies, newspapers, 
communications and schools. and public 
transport in Paris. 

Some 60 cars were set on fire and hun- 
dreds of people injured at the climax of 
the rioting which continued throughout 
the night on Friday. There could still be 
worse to come, as organized demonstra- 
tions have been called to accompany the 
strike. 

In Strasbourg, students have occupied 
the university and proclaimed their auto- 
nomy from official authority, hoisting a 
red flag over the building. Demonstrations 
and meetings supporting the Paris stu- 
dents have been held in Lyons, Clennont- 
Ferrand, Bordeaux, Amiens and Pottres. 
but uo incidents have been reported.

his assassination.

BEIT DAGON. — Hail, heavy ‘rains and 
thunderstorms swept inland areas, parti- 
cularly the north, at noon yesterday in 
what the weatherman here discribed a3 
4 “typical European summer storni.” 

A spokesman of Kibbutz Krar Blum 
told The Jerusalem Post over the tele- 
phone that hail pellets the size of hazel- 
outs blanketed the ground with a layer 
Several centimetres deep. According to a 
prelininary survey, hothouses and cotton 
fields suffered damage. Deciduous planta- 
tions, including the region's famed apple 
orchards, are also believed to have βαΐ- 
fered. 

In Kiryat Shmoneh, 2 thunderstorm ac- 
companied by a heavy downpour raged 
for 25 minutes, driving out the dust 
storm which had saturated the air for 
threc days. 

Similar weather 18 again expected to- 
day, this time spreading deep into the 
South, possibiy as far as the Sinai Pe- 
ninsula. “The possibility of cloudbursts 
cannot be discounted," the weatherman 
said. He pointed out that the cloudburst 
which swept away a good part of the Old 
City of Tiberias in 1936 had occurred at 
this time of the year. 

He explained that the unstable weather 
was caused by a “clash" between layers 
et cold air coming down on lower levels . 
of warm air, with the latter naturally 
rising and the cold air sinking. If there 
is enough moisture in the air — as was 
the case yesterdsy and will be today — 
the resulting turbulence causes the for- 
mation of clouds and thermic updra‘ts to 
as high as 30-£0,000 feet. Such updrafts 
can be extremely dangerous to gtiders 
and light aircraft, the weatherman 
warned

Daring Vietcong sabotage 
of key Saigon artery 


SAIGON (Reuter).—A band of Vietcong saboteurs yesterday sabotaged a key 
artery between the capital and the large American Bien Hoa base 32 kms. north- 
east of here, in Saigon's continuing battle of the bridges. In a daring raid on a 
heavily-guarded river bridge the Vietcong blew a 49 by 12 metre hole in it, 
slowing traffic to a crawl, but they failed to knock it out completely. 


Convoys of army lorries and tanks 
formed a half-mile queue and the bridge 
shook as the vehicles rumbled over. But 
two-way traffic was still open and 2 U.S. 
milltary spokesman said vehicles of up to 
60 tons could pass. Army enginecrs in- 
specting the rectangular hole ripped in the 
bridge estimated it would take at least 
ἃ month to repair. 

It was not kncwn how the commandos 
reached the struts holding the bridge. But 
tilitary sources said they appeared to 
have crept over mud flats in darkneas, 
taking advantage of low tide. 

Rockets were fired at two other river 
crossings including the Y bridge, only 
5S kms. from the city centre, where an 
estimated force of up to 100 Vietcong de- 
fied American air strikes, artillery and. 
roan Siveeps continued for the sixth day‘ 
running. 

Armoured cars patrolied the area of 
smasined homes and blackened trees to 
winkle out guerrillas hiddden in the ruing 
and under orders to die in the field.

The pressure for restraint comes from 
the economic situation itself. To put in- 
dustry on 4 profitable basis, huge and 
difficult changes must be put through. 
Some of these changes will bring dis- 
comfort, higher prices and temporary 
unemployinent to sections of the working 
class. These are the people the Novotny 
“conservatives are trying to Influence, 
without much success. A glaring omission

HE largest Jewish cunimunity in Axia 
“~ ‘outside Israel) is concentrated in Iran 
and a recent issue of “Mahanaini" | issued 
by the Defence Forces Chaplaincy) con- 
tains 2 description οἵ Persian Jewry by 
Hanina Mizrachi. The number of Jews 
there is estimated at $0,000, half of them 
in Teheran which has attracted Jews from 
other parts of the country wha have 
settled in the capital and formed congre- 
gations known gfter their town of origin. 
Thus the Jews of Meshhed have made a 
successful adjustment in Teheran and 
have built themselves five fine synazozues, 
Another group there originating in Iraq, 
have bulit themselves a synogegue, school 
communal centre. For the “native™ 


vs there are some 20 synagogues in 
the main Jewlsh quarter and others else- 
where in the town, 

They are all beautifully carpeted — but 
one change over the years is that the 
worshippers no longer remove thelr shoes 
on entering, ἃ. custom obviously inspired 
by the Moslem environment. According 
te Mizrachi. on Tisha be'Av pach wor- 
shipper shares in the cost of ἃ lamb which 
is slaughtered before the afterncon ser- 
vice and its meat distributed to the poor. 


The cammunity is headed by ἃ com- 
YTunal council whose functions include: 
supporting the Jewish poor, representing 
the community to the authorities, respon- 
siblity for the cemetery, Schools, hospital. 
etc. Money is promised in the synagogue, 
especially on the High Holidays after an 
appropriate appeal. 

The Jolnt Distribution Committee ts 
particularly active: It has a head office 
in Teberan aod branches in other towns. 
Its prime concern is with education and 
it supports various schools. It provides 
elothing for the poor children and has run 
health services which. for example, have 
virtually wiped out the once widespread 
_trachoma. Other activites supported by 
the Joint include the Jewish hospital, 
mother and child welfare and social as- 
sistance. 


‘Alliance schools 


Describing the educational system, Miz- 
racht writes that the AUlance Israelite 
opencd its first school there in 1895. Now 
it runs 28 achools throughout Iran, all 
noteworthy for their excellent standards. 
They also rao the iniportant Cyrus School 
put folowing a dispute concerning curri- 
culum this was transferred to the com- 
munity council in 1958. Reilgiaus educa- 
tion is fostered by the Otzar ha-Torak 
organization which now runs 38 schools 
in the country. The Ort supports ἃ voen- 
tional school in Teheran. 

The present regime came into power tn 
1926 and since that time the Jews have 
advanced slowly towards cqua? rights. 
Jewish deputies have sat in the Majlis, 
youngJews have entered government cnt- 
ploy. educational restrictions have been 
lifted and they are liable for military ser- 

. vide. Their economic situation has also im- 
prpved and their numbers include some 
‘highly prosperous merchants. Not that the 

. picture is entirely rosy. Only a limited 
number of Jews have been accepted in 
official positions, generally minor ones, 

Many Jews have opened offices in the

hundred Teheran Jews are doctors and 
others are dentists «many having quali- 
fied in France}. Jewish shopowners can he 
found for mest goods from books, records 
and carpets in the main streets to butch- 
ery, alcoholic drinks and vegetables in the 
Jewish quarter. However the estiniate is 
that only 40 per ccaot of the Jews are in 
0 «economically secure position finchud- 
jog a few millionaires) while the other 
60 per cent are living in poverty and 
even destitution. The wealthier Jews have 
Moved out of the traditional Jewish quar- 
ter ta the nore fashionable residential 
areas and have bought themselves pleas- 
ant houses and new ajfivent Jewlsh 
nelghbourhoods have developed. These 
Jews speak a Mterary Persian and they 
dvess in the European style. The women 
of the older generation are sometimes still 
eavcloped from head to toa in the loose 
lent-like gown worn by Persian women. 


Money on Shabbat 


Mizrachi reports that all the customs 
peculiar to Persian Jewry are still malo~ 
tained. For example on Tisha be'Av the 
Prayer leader transintes the dirges into 
Persian so all can uaderstand and be en- 
couraged to mourn. But some changes 
are reported; for example the seven days 
of wedding celebrations are down to 
three and, most startling, the ban σὰ 
handling money on the Sabbath has gone 
by the board so that synagoguc officials 
calleet domations on the spot at Sabbath 
Services, and hand out 2 receipt. 


Jewish-Moslen relations have develop- 
ed essentially from business contacts. 
Mizrachi suggests that Jews are often 
invited to Moslem households and = vice- 
versa, frequently travelling to other 
towns to make such visits, which some- 
times last several weeks. Efforts are 
made to arbitrate disputes between Mos- 
Jems and Jews while the Jewish repre- 
sentative in the Majlis is a factor in 
solving Jewish problems which reach the 
authorities. Moslems frequently fnvite 
Jewish musicians and singers to perform 
at their public and family feasts, while 
Jewish doctors are much in demand for 
Moslem patients.

AMERICAN Aliya will be increased 
-* by twenty-one persons later this year 
with the settlemeot here of miiilionalre 
Newark builder H. Jerome Sisselman and 
his wife, with their four married children 
and eleven zrandchiidres. 

Mr, Sisselman, an executlye aiember of 
Mizrachi in the U.S., plans to set up in 
Asraei a chain of “Industrial parks," 
where tenantscan move into newly-erect- 
ed factories, warehouses and offices on 
long-term leases, with no outright pur- 
chase involved. 

These complexes will be based on his 
now famoug East Rutherford Industrial 
Park, built on what until a few years 
azo was ‘tousidered irredeemable New 
Jersey marshland — though situated only 
five miles from Times Square. Begun in 
1960, this project now covers 550 acres 
and the twenty-five major American com- 
panies located there occupy twa million 
square feet of building space. 

Jerome Sisselman is 2 well-built 
scholarly Man whose energy and twinkl- 
ing blue eyes belie his 65 years. In an 
interview at Herzliya’s Accadia Hotel, he 
told this correspondent that in Israel his 
industrial parks will each cover up to 
50 acres, and the first three will be

It set forth 
certain fundamental principles and provi- 
siong in that connection: and it asked the 
representative “to establish and maintain 
contacts with the States concerned in or- 
der to promote agreement and assist ef- 
forts to achieve a peaceful and aecepted 
settlement” in accordance with those pro- 
visions and principles. 

Our distinguished Secretary-General 
thereupon designated as special represzen- 
tative a very able diplomat, Ambassador 
Gunnar Jurring. And from ‘that day to

We have done so in the 
sincere belief that both our duly, as a 
member of this Council, and ovr interest 
fm greater stability in the area, require 
us to promote progress toward a just and 
i equitable peace in the Middle East.

The position of the. U.N. regarding. 


Jerusalem is well known. The U.S. does 
not accept or recognize unilateral actions 
by any of the states in the area as al- 
tering the status of Jerusazlem. My Gov- 
ermment hes publicly stated that such 
unilateral -méasures, including expropria- 
tion of land and iegislated administrative 
action taken by the Government of Israel, 


‘eanmot be considered other than interim 


and provisional and cannot affect the 
present international status, nor prejudge 
the final and permanent status, of Jeru- 
salem. 

AS regards the military parade carried 
out by Israel in Jerusalem on May 2, the 
attitude of the U.S. was made clear by 
our votes in this Council, We shared the 
concern which the Council expressed in 
its resolution of April 27, that the pa- 
rade would “aggravate tensions in the 
area.” We therefore joined in the Council's 
unanimous adoption of that resolution, 
calling on Israel to refrain trom holding 
the parade. And we again joined in the 
unanimous resolution of May 2, deeply 
deploring what had occurred — as indeed 
we depiored aby action which tends to 
aggravate tension in the area. 

At this stage of our debate my delega- 
tion had given careful thought to the 
course which the Security Council should 
follow, It is our considered view that we 
must not return to the unsuccessful ap- 
prosch of the past — that of attempting 
to deal separately with individual aspects 
of the Middle Hast problem, however im- 
portant they may be in themselves. Ra~ 
ther we must continue én the course we 
embarked on last November — that of 
seeking to promote an agreed, peaceful, 
and accepted settlement embracing all of 
the aspects of the complex and multi- 
faced Middle East problem comprehended 
in our resolution of November 22. 

Accordingly, the U.S., while agreeing 
thar Jerusajem is a most important issue, 
does not believe that the problem of Je- 
rusalem can realistically be solved apart 
from other aspects of the situation in 
the Middle East dealt with in the No- 
vember 22 resolution. Neither do we be- 
lieve that Jerusalem can be excluded from 
the scope of the November 22 resolution. 
Instead, we consider it basic to a 
ful settlement im conformity with the 
November 22 resolution that the solution 
of ali aspects of the Middle Kast problem, 
including Jerusalem, must be achieved 
by an agreed and accepted peaceful set- 
tlement. In the achievement of such a 
settlement, the parties themselves must 
ne be engaged. And such a settle- 
ment, if it 15 to achieve our. stated goal 
and lasting peace,” must take 
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Don’t put tacks on 
ΒῸΝ peace 


into account the legitimate interests of 


all concerned. ᾿ 

It is above alt to the: resolution of 
November 22 that we must return. That 
resolution is thelodestar that iiluminates 
our journey toward peace. Mr. President, 
I now reaffirm once again that the U.S. 
continues to support Security Council Re- 
solution 242 ΟΣὨἨ November 22 unreserved- 
ly, in its entirety, and jn all its parts. 

Indeed, in the view of the ‘U.S. 
the moment has come when the 
Security Council could meke a most 
constructive contribution to progress to- 
ward peace by giving an explicit. expres- 
gion of its support for the special repre- 
sentative, Ambassador Jarring, in his 
peace-making efforts. I strongly believe 
that such an expression of support from 
this Council is called for at this time, 

On behalf of the U.S., therefore, let 
Mme offer the suggestion that we promptly 
find a means to make clear thig Coun- 
Εἰ 5 continued, united will to promote 
the cause of peace in the Middle Hast 
by supporting Ambassador Jarring’s ef- 
forts in pursuance of his mandate under 
Resolution 242. Specifically, we profound- 
ly believe that the very best way for 
the Security Council to support Resolution 
242 is to call upon all the parties to 
Tefrain from apy and all actions that 
might prejudice Ambassador Jarring’s ef- 
forts and to extend to the Secretary- 
General's representative full cooperation 
in carrying out this most difficult mis- 
sion. 

In closing, I hope it will not 
be amiss if IL state a personal im- 
pression and a personal hope. Having 
participated all through this past year 
in the strenuous efforts of the Security 
Council concerning the Middle Hast, I find 
that my dominant impression comes not 
from any expressions of hostility or bit- 
terness, which are unfortunate but per- 
haps inevitable; it comes rather from 
those few decisive moments in which 15 
interests and cultures of the world, were 
able to rise above their particular pre- 
dilections and unite on the necessity that 
is common to us all in this world in 
which survival still remains an open ques- 
tion: the necessity to live together in 
peace and tolerance, 

From those decisive moments — espe- 
cially that moment last November 22 
which will certainly live in U.N. history 
— I do not derive any false comfort, 
for hard tasks 16 before us. But I do 
derive much hope from thig record, be- 
cause it proves what we can do together 
at our best. And I pray, Mr. President, 
thar in future days this Council will 
perform again and again at its best. 
until it has avercome even the most 
stubborn difficulties on the road toward 
peace.”

Goldberg tells Security Councit Ng more technology for foreigners 
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Wisdom of economy move is questioned

HalFa, — 
PROGRAMME of trafning agricultural 
“Ὁ engineers from developing countries 
in Asia and Africa was instituted at the 
Technion: at the start of the 1962 aca- 
@emic year. In order to make it easier 
for the potential students, the Technion 
arranged to run the four-year course in 
English, saving the studente the time 
and trouble of learning Hebrew first, a 
burden that would bring them little bene- 
fit in their future careers. A total of 
120 students, from 18 English-speaking 
countries, ranging from Nepal to Cyprus, 
Burma to Nigeria, were enrolled (in con- 
sultation with their governments) over 2 
three-year period, and two classes have 
already graduated, turning out 52 holders 
of 2 B.Se. in agricultural engineering. 

It was felt that agricultural engineer- 
Ing, @ relatively new science, aiming at 
giving students a good grounding hoth 
in agriculture end engineering, combin- 
ing the best modern mechanical methods 
with farming, would probably be the 
. most useful contribution that Israel, with 
its own advanced agriculture, could make 


‘ to the development of these countries. 


Few have questioned the decision. 


Feeling at home 


The Technion undertook to look after 
all the technical requirements of the 
course; finding the right English speak- 
ing lecturers, student hostel accommoda- 
tion, recreation and leisure programmes 
and Hebrew lessons for those students 
who fel that they did afler all want 
at least 2 grounding in the languege for 
their four-year stay. The Technion also 
appointed a special Dean of Foreign 
Students, Mr. Arieh Freeman, to serve 
a3 a guide and counsellor for the stu- 
dents of the special course, and several 
others who are taking regular courses. 
Mr. Freeman has done everything pos- 
sible to make the students feel as much 
at home as possible, and his efforts in- 
cluded such touches as arranging a full 
Thai wedding ceremony, for two of the 
students, in his own home. 

The cost of the scheme was borne 
by the Foreign Ministry, including the re- 
tumn fares for annual home leave, It is 
estimated that a scholarship for a single 
student amounted to about 1L38,000 for 
the four-year course, and that the 120 
students will cost the country a total of 
about IL3.6 million. 

The first years were not easy. It was 
to be expected with any innovation, and 
more so with a course in a foreign fan- 
guage. The problems of integration im- 
volved im bringing students from widely 
varying backgrounds and from countries 
with widely varying standards of educa- 
ttor, under one roof in a country Zoreian 
to them 811, with a strange language 
was also not simple. 

If there were any surprises it was the 
fact that things went as smoothly as 
they did, making the scneme an almost 

‘ied success, beyond all expecta- 
tions. This does not mean that cvery 
student turned into a confirmed Zionist, 
or that there were no failures, There

failed at their lessons and falled to make 
the Technion’s gh grade. No doubt 
some will have taken the grudge back 
with them, and hold it aguinst Isruel, 
especially if they did not do as well 
in thelr studies as they thought they 
might.

Good for everybody 


But on the whole the scheme proved 
4 boon for Israel, for che students and 
their countries. The trouble is that when 
It began to mature and flourish, the 
Foreign Ministry decided, two years ago, 
to call it off, for financial reasons. The 
Jast two classes, who started their stu- 
dies in 1964 and ‘65, are now completing 
their studies, By the end of next year, 
they will all be gone.

Unemployment 
halved in year 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

Unemployment has declined from a peak 
of 42,000 a year ago to 16,720 in March, 
according to Mr. Dov Kochavi, head of the 
Labour Ministry's Employment Depari- 
ment. Figures refer to work-seekers re- 
gistered at labour exchanges. 

The 16,720 inclulde 640 professionals and 
800 juveniles (aged 14 to 17). Three-quar- 
ters of the jobless are unskilled, and close 
to a third (5,000) are difficult cases that 
cannot easily be placed in permanent em- 
ployment even if vacancies were avail- 
able, Mr. Kochavi said. 

Unemployed persons are en, on 
relief work, but since April 1967 the La- 
bour Ministry may issue money grants 
Justead, where projects are difficult to or- 
gauize. Grants were iasued to 1,572 persons 
in March, and have mot exceeded 2,800 in 
any month so far, Mr. Kochavi said. 

A year ago only 350 job vacancies went 
unfilled, for lack of suitable candidates at 
the labour exchanges. Now the figure hes 
risen to 2,600, with a icular shortage 
of metal workers, te ans, shutterers 
(ἃ skilled post in the building industry) 
and nurses — and there was also some 
unfilled demand for senior clerical staff. 


Real wages rose 
31% in 5. years 


TEL AVIV. — Real wages in Israel rose 
by 31 per ceat in the five years from 1963 
to 1967, according to ἃ statistical survey 
prepared by the Histadrat Institute for 
Economic and Social Research. The 
average monthly salary in Israel in 1967 
‘was IL587, three per cent over the previ- 
ous year's figure. In nominal terms, wages 
14 per cent in five years. 

κι Histadrat “had 996,000 , imembers at 
the beginuing 5 year, survey re- 
veals, Together with thelr dependants, 
they numbered 1,591,000 or 66 per cent 
of the country’s population. Kupat Holim 
membership was 1,941,242, over 70 per 
cent of the population.

Sixisen voted 
against It — the Independent Liberals, 
Gahal's three-member Free Centre fac- 
tion (not recognized as a Jeparate fac- 
tion in the Histedrut), and the two Com- 
munist factions. Seventeen Mapam mem-

The Government ruling evidently almed 
te counter the holding of rallies at the 
Western Wall. One was announced some 
time ago by the National Religious Par- 
ty Youth. with Minister Menahem Begin 
and Chief Rabbi Unterman as speakers. 

On Friday, the Minister for Religious 
Affalrs. Mr. Zerah Warhaftig. informed 
the sponsors of the planned rally that 
speeches at the Wall were prohibited, 
and that the site was exclusively a place 
for praycr. The day before, the ΝΡ. 


adopted a decision against its youth 
group's planned rally. 

The thanksgiving prayers at the Wall 
are belng organized’ by the Jerusalem 
Religious Council. 

Under the Cabinet decision, the Minis- 
ter of Education will instruct all schools 
to devote “an “educational hour” to the 
theme of “Jerusalem in Israel's history.” 

The entire question of the future offi- 
celal celebration of Independence Day, the 
Six Day War, and the reunification of 
Jerusalem 1s to be studied by a commit- 
tee shortly to be appointed by the Ca- 
binet, it was decided yesterday.

Cabinet won’t block Hebron 
settlement — Warhaftig 


Jerusalem Post Reporter ᾿ ὌΝ 

Dr. Zerah Warhaftig, the Minister for Religious Affairs, has assured the 

Jewish settlers in Hebron that the Cabinet would not take any decision forbidding 

them to remain in Hebron. At the worst, it would allow the present situation 
to continue without giving formal approval to their plans, 


This was stated by Dr. Warhaftig on 
Friday at a meeting with a delegation of 
the Hebron settlers, according to one of 
their spokesmen, Mr. Eliezer Waldmann. 

Dr. Warhaftig was reported to have 
said that it was unthinkable that the Is- 
rael Government could ever rule against 
the revival of a Jewish community in 
Hebron. 

The delegation also met with Interlor 
Minister Moshe Shapiro the same day 
and js reported ta have recelved similar 
assurances fron him. 

Mr. Waidmann yesterday told The Je- 
rusolem Post that the settlers maintain 
constant contacts with the offices of 
Labour Minister Yigal Allon and Minister 
without Portfollo Menahem Begin, “both 
of whom are very helpful.’ They have 
recently requested a meeting with Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan. 

Mr. Waldmann said the first group of 
Jewish settlers moved to Hebron only 
after they had ascertained that the ma- 
jority of the Cabinet would not rule 
against them. They mew it wag unlikely 
that decision supporting their plan could 
be reached beforehand. 

The settlers keep themselves going at 
present with jobs at the Etzlon Bloc. Six 
members are on guard duty. These jobs 
are being paid by the Labour Ministry. 
The Ministry for Religious Affairs also 
pays a monthly sum to keep up the set- 
tlers' Bible and Talmudic studies, with Mr. 
Waldmann in charge. There is also & 
steady flow of public contributions, Mr. 
Waldmann said, adding that the Land of 
Israel Movement is also helping them. 

Rabbi Moshe Levinger, one of the Jead- 
ers of the group, told “Itim” yesterday 
that the group intended to send to Prime 
Minister Eshkol and Defence Minister 
Dayan minutes of their talk with Mayor 
Shelkh Mohammed All Ja‘abari which. he 
said, proves that they ‘in no way threaten- 
ed” Sheikh Je’abari. 

In Tel Aviv. the Herut leader, Mr. 
Aryeh Ben-Eliezer declared yesterday that 
the Government was acting unconstitutio- 
nally in blocking Jewish settlement in 
territories formerly administered by the 
Government of Palestine. Under a decree 
gazetted by the provisional State Counci: 
on May 14, 1948, all restrictions fm- 
poscd on Jewish settlement by the Pales- 
tinian Government were abolished. 

He also cited a decree qozetted by the 
Minister of Defence in 1948 introducing 
Israel law in all areas vecwpied by 15- 
racii troops. The decree tcas issued Sept. 
8, 1948, and never repented.

warship found 

Jerusalem Fost Reporter 
HAIFA, ~— Skin divers last week landed 
a treasure of French arms and ammuni- 
tion — probably from Napoleon's Army. 

The divers, members of the Underwater 
Archaeology Club, discovered the wreck 
of an old ship laying in eight metres of 
water near the {sles ofishore at Dor. 
south of Atlit, They discovered dozens of 
large cannon balls of 30 cms, diameter, 
weighing 60-70 kgs. each; 40 muskets; 8. 
smaii cannon; three iron anchors of 2 
rare type and a wooden rib of the ship’s 
hull. Some of the finds have already been 
jJanded and are ta be dated with chemical 
tests. 

It is beleved that the ship was elther 
an ordnance supply vesze] or 8. warship 
fn Napoleon's fleet during his siege of 
Acre in 1789.

Twenty thousand pounds worth of jewel-

lery from the Ady shop on Rehov Strauss, 
the commander of the police youth divi- 
sion, Mefakeah Eltexer Tischler, told a 
press conference yesterday.
